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DETAILED ACTION 
Remarks 

In the Preliminary Amendment, dated February 1, 2002, the applicant stated: 

a. "Claims 56-91 are fully supported by the original specification." 

b. "New claims 56-91 respectively correspond to claims 1-8, 10, 1 1, 14-19, 23-25, 
27, 34-37, 39-41, 43-49, 56 and 57 of U.S. Patent No. 6,195,201. 

c. "Applicant request that an interference be declared between this application and 
U.S. Patent No. 6,195,201. 

However, the above statements do not comply with the requirements for a "Request by 
Applicant for Interference with Patent" under 37 CFR 1 .607 as noted below: 

37 CFR 1.607. Request by applicant for interference with patent 

(a) An applicant may seek to have an interference declared between an application and 
an unexpired patent by, 

(1) Identifying the patent, 

(2) Presenting a proposed count, 

(3) Identifying at least one claim in the patent corresponding to the proposed 
count, 

(4) Presenting at least one claim corresponding to the proposed count or 
identifying at least one claim already pending in its application that 
corresponds to the proposed count, and, if any claim of the patent or
